from 


the Viet Cong's National Libera- 
tion Front. 


But, he said, he is unwilling to 


meet the demand of Hanoi and 
Ihe NLF that political and mili- 
tary problems be considered in- 
divisible at the conference dis- 
cussions. Hanoi and (lie front 
give equal priority to political 
and military questions, but in- 
sist they be discussed simulta- 
neously. 


"We can discuss no political 


problems before a ceasefire or 
the end of Ihe fighting", Ky 
said. lie insisted lhat military 
problems such as mutual with- 
drawal of foreign troops be dis- 
cussed first and then, "once the 
\v;»r of"nggresston tons ended, we 
will have to discuss many other 
problems". 


This is Ihe reverse of what bis 


antagonists demand, am! if nei- 
ther gives ground, the talks will 
appear to have reached a dead 
end, at least for the lime being.

SAIGON (AP) — The 10-year 


cost to make South Vietnam 
self- supporting will be about 
$30 billion, according to an eco- 
nomic report being prepared for 
President Nixon and Presidenl 
Nguyen Van Thieu. 


A big portion of the money 


would have to come from the 
United States although some 
would be raised by Saigon, 
some from private enterprise 
and some from other nations, 
notably Japan, 


The report, based on the as- 


sumption of peace in Vietnam, 
is the work of a team headed by 
David E. Lilicnthal and Prof. 
Vu 
Qunc Time, a respected 


economist now minister of state 
in the South Vietnamese Cabi- 
net. 


It was prepared over the pasl 


Iwo years by the Development 
and Resources Corp., a consult- 
ant firm headed by Lilienthal, 
and about 55 South Vietnamese 
specialists of various sorts un- 
der Prof. Thuc. Lilienlhal in 


earlier years served as chair- 
man of both the Tennessee Val- 
ley 
Authority and 
the 
U.S. 


Atomic Energy Commission. 


The report is to he submitted 


to the U.S. and South Viet- 
namese governments 
shortly. 


Although it has not been made 
public, Lilienthal disclosed its 
general approach in the quar- 
terly Foreign Affairs and ex- 
perts in Saigon and Washington 
are familiar with most details of 
the 700-page study. 


In his arlicle Lilienlhal said 


the "gap"

amount of necessary foreign aid 
was $2 billion. Experts 
who 


have seen the report fcel this 
figure is extremely low. They 
say it is a hard nosed, workable 
study that found South Viet- 
nam's basic economic founda- 
tion surprisingly strong despite 
the ravages of war.

Ailing for three months. Kar- 


loff died peacefully of a respira- 
tory ailment in a hospital near 
London Sunday. He was 81. 


Karloff's real name was Wil- 


liam Henry Pralt. He was born 
in the London suburb of Dulwich 
Nov. 23, 1887. His father, James 
Pratt, was an official in the 
British Indian Civil Service. 


The youth was given an ex- 


pensive education in prepara- 
tion for the British consular 
service, but cut loose from his 
family at the age of 21 and emi- 
grated to Canada. 


After working on a farm and

was \vilhouf any protection at all. Superiors have admitted 
thai no air or sea cover was available for Ihe ship, 
even (hough il skirled enemy waters. 


It becomes more apparent each day that the Pueblo's 


capture was caused by a lack of concern and lark of 
cooperation by higher ranking officers than Buclier. 


Hut, il also becomes more apparent thai the military 


services will have to change their rules on capture by 
Ihe enemy and confessions. They will also have to define 
"cold war" and the repercussions of warfare of this 
type. 


Al'ler all. nobody is anxious lo (ouch off World 


War III and this is jusi what may happen if (he com- 
mander of a ship or officer in charge of an outpost 
on land repels attack. 


Hules of capture and confessions have (o become 


outmoded and an outgrowth of the Buclier hearing may 
be a revamping of these standards. 


The term "cold war" should somehow be written 


into the capture and confession rulings. After all. a 
cold war may be tougher to fight than an actual war. 


A "cold war" demands thai an officer be a gentleman, 


diploma! and warrior. 


The latter is the only required ingredient during 


the course of regular warfare.

Promise of progress 


Pennsylvania's point system for driver's license sus- 


pension should not be branded as a failure merely because 
the traffic fatality toll has stayed high despite its use. 


A bipartisan House committee, -headed by Lehigh 


Rep. Marian E. Markley. has found the point system, 
now in effect for two years, "a satisfactory standard 
measuring penalties for violations of (he traffic safety 
provisions of the Motor Vehicle Code." 


The committee recognized (lie continuing high ac- 


cident and fatality rales and expressed the belief that 
"only rtt'lw several move years of operation will the 
full 
effect of its preventive and remedial 
provisions 


be felt." 


Regardless of what system of suspensions is in force, 


the formula for reducing accidents and their tolls is 
based on enforcement of the motor code, including sus- 
pensions of licenses as circumstances and point counts 
dictate. 


While Ihe point system has not of itself reduced 


the traffic toll, it holds promise of progress in that 
direction and even now is probably helping to hold 
it below even higher levels.

efforts since the six-day war of June t%7, most 
experts believe Ihe Arab nations would again 
be crushed if they moved against Israel now. 


—Kussia, well aware of the area's current 


power balance, wants lo avoid a major conflict 
and lias taken sleps lo do so. 


On the other hand, experts agree that (here 


has been no diplomatic movements, no break- 
through towards a negotiated settlement which 
offers hope of lasting peace in the area. That 
somber aspect of Ihe present situation holds 
out the prospect of an uncertain future. 


Eventually, 
if

is 


reached. Arab armed forces will be a match 
for Israel's. At thai time Ihe Kremlin may re- 
move its constraints and take a chance on the 
emergence of world conflict.

There is evidence to indicate (lint the Kremlin 


shares this concern about Arab impulsiveness 
and lias acted accordingly, liussian Foreign 
Minister Andrei (iromyko is reported to have 
told Cairo bluntly last month to avoid provocative 
moves. 


Several thousand liussian advisers followed 


Russian weapons into Arab armed forces as 
advisers. Many of them are reported assigned 
to air units. In Ibis way Russia is said to 
exercise control over Ihe sort of mass air attack 
which would be a logical start of all-out fighting 
in Ihe Middle Kast. 


U.S. experts think Russia has good reasons 


to avoid a Middle Kast eruption now. For one 
thing. Hie six-day war cost sonic two billion 
dollars to 
$2.f> billion in Russian arms, 
and 


thai is a script which Kremlin leaders do not 
want to repeat. 


If (he Arabs should again face tlefeal at 


the hands of Ihe Israelis, Russia would come 
under heavy pressure to intervene and prevent 
another debacle. However. Russian leaders know 
the United States is obligated, under the 1057 
Middle Kast resolution, to use force if necessary 
to resist aggression from any nation controlled 
by international Communism. The Kremlin does 
not want that sort of confrontation. 


In 
a d d i t i o n , Kussia's economic and 


geopolitical interests are said to favor a Middle 
Kast aeconiodalion for the present. Russian 
leaders, according lo the experts, would like 
lo see Ihe Suez Canal reopened lo provide an 
easier access for Russian ships to the nations 
of Asia. 


The experts' long-range assessments in Ibe 


Middle East are far less encouraging. There 
is increasing concern about Russia's intentions 
as symbolized by the ever broadening activities 
of its Mediterranean-based fleet. 


In that connection, the Russians are reported 


building shore-based naval facilities in Algeria 
and Syria as well as in Egypt. 
All of this 


raises serious questions about Kremlin policies 
a year or two down the road.

Kadi year I receive hundreds of letters from 


readers who write with a sense of fear lhal 
they "might have Municiv's disease." I am 
confused as to why this name has crept into 
the layman's description of diz/incss and carried 
with it an extra burden that Mcniere'x is a 
very dangerous condition. Perhaps we physicians 
are 
panic-ally 
lo blame, because Ihe 
name 


Menierc's has been used by some as a synonym 
for dizziness. It most definitely is not 
and 


cannot be used In describe all of the many 
oilier causes of dizziness. 


Meniere's disease is a peculiar condition 


named after the man who first described il 
more than a hundred years ago. At that lime 
he spoke of a very special threesome of sudden 
violent attacks of dizziness and head noises, 
associated with chronic, progressive deafness. 
This, and this only, is Menierc's disease. Now 
let me point oul lhal [here will be many readers 
who read these symptoms and say "that is 
exactly what I have." You will be wrong and 
unnecessarily frightened because tlie chances are 
not one in a thousand that you will he right. 


Ui/.iness is technically know as vertigo anil 


niusl not he confused with headache, fainliu-ss 
or oilier .symptoms related to the head. Diz/invss 
is a very definite feeling or sensation dial the 
person is slanding still and that objects are 
revolving around him. He may even feel Dial 
he is revolving around fixed objects or even 
falling forward or backwards. 


The center of halanre lies deep within Ihe 


inner ear where there are three tiny semicircular 
canals which constantly adjust lo every position 
of the head or of the body.

Jersey is not bulky, wrinkles

Stretch 
the fabric slightly as you stitch, 
gently pulling the fabric with 
one hand in front of the needle 
and the other behind the needle.

fabric, he sure to check the 
fabric suggestions on the back 
of the pattern envelope. The 
end of each bolt of fabric also 
gives important information 
concerning the fabric-fiber 
c o n t e n t , c l e a n i n g and 
instructions.

Some procedural 
details, 


unknown can be a nuisance, but 
once 
known can be an 


advantage. To give you an idea: 


Because Ihe French highway 


system is mediocre, 
most 


people 
travel long distances 


much faster by train. Thus the 
trains are packed like cattle 
cars during holidays. If you 
don't know that you 
should 


make a seat reservation on the 
train, it will be your misfortune 
to stand for the entire trip, even 
in first class if its during a 
holiday season. 


But 
if you 
have 
a seal 


reservation you can sail through 
Ihe standing mobs without any 
difficulty. 


On French trains, there isn't 


much difference between first 
class and second class, except 
that first class passengers are 
seated in the dining car before 
second class, the seats arc a 
bit nicer and (here generally 
are 
fewer 
people 
to 
each 


compartment. Their bathrooms 
are less dirty. In second class, 
everyone who has tickets may 
board the train. 


Railroad stations in the States 


are dreary and declining with 
declining rail travel. In France 
the 
stations 
vibrating 
with 


activity, are more like airports, 
with restaurants, souvenir 
shops, magazine and tobacco 
stands and sometimes stores. 


The ultra-modern station 
ii 


Grenoble, where last 
year's 


Winter 
Olympics 
were 
held 


would do justice to downtown 
Manhattan. The station, as well 
as many stores, streets, and 
parks in Grenoble, was rebuilt 
and modernized in anticipation 
of Olympic crowds. 


And 
it 
is 
beautiful — an 


enormous modern sculpture out 
front, a mosaic glass wall in 
the restaurants and one whole 
wall of the lobby, two stories 
tall, in glass. 


The taxis, the telephones and 


the postoffices I'll have to save 
for 
another lime. We have 


found that although the French 
have a different system for 
many things, they work pretty 
well, once we understood them. 
But 
before 
that 
state, it's 


sometimes downright confusing, 
'sometimes frustrating, and 
sometimes funny.

position hearing held Monday 
afternoon. 


At M o n d a y ' s h e a r i n g , 


testimony was taken regarding 
the two boys' school records, 
characters, family background, 
in order lo enlighten the court 
on the proper actions which il 
had lo lake in sentencing the 
boys. 


The boys were found guilty 


of the juvenile delinquency at 
a hearing held on Dec. 20. The 
names of ihe youlhs were with- 
held. 


The 
16-year-old 
boy 
was 


placed in control of State For- 
estry Camp II, Hickory Run, Pa. 
and the 15-yeaV-old boy was 
placed in the Glen Mill School, 
Glen Mill, Pa. 


Both boys will remain at the 


institutions until further order 
of the court. 


Before Judge Williams pro- 


nounced disposition of the case. 
he said, "You have committed 
a very serious act. An act, 
which in an adult court, could 
bring a penalty of up to five 
years in prison and a $5,000 
fine." 


He said the court has a re- 


sponsibility to the community 
and to the juveniles themselves. 


Judge Williams said that the 


first and foremost responsibility 
of the court was Hie protection 
of (he community. 


"Probation is not warranted 


in (his case. The school district 
suffered great financial loss and 
innocent students suffered be- 
cause of the interruption caused 
by the act," he added. 


Judge Williams wenl on to 


slress how important 
the 


decision made by Ihe court 
would be to the community and 
he said the community was 
deeply disturbed, disrupted and 
very much concerned by the 
series of bomb scare threats. 


He added that leniency would 


not be right in the case as 
it would serve as no deterrent 
to others who may also be 
responsible for the many false 
threats. 


Judge Williams indicated that 


the only method of showing 
olhers the 
g r a v i t y and 


seriousness of the act of making 
fal.se bomb (hreats was tti sec 
how serious the penalty could 
be. 


He said that a lengthy study 


had been 
made of the pre- 


disposition report as well as 
psychological 
examination 


reports and as a result, to 
return 
them 
to the very 


environment from which they 
came 
would do 
irreparable 


damage to the hoys. 


Rehabilitation was required 


from outside sources, he said. 


He concluded 
t h a t 
the 


psychological reports on both 
boys gave the court grave con- 
cern because 
there was no 


evidence of remorse, 


He said their altitude appears 


lo be one of excuse rather than 
sorrow and thai the court could 
in no way condone Ibis ex- 
pression. 


To protect Ihe community and 


for Ihe boys' protection, they 
would have lo he placed in an 


institution, he said.

The owners have agreed to in- 
crease tlie total monies coulrib 
uled $1 million to §5.1 million a 
year, but Miller pointed out Ihe 
issue was not primarily one of 
money.

"Thi- players . . . stal'ed that 


the current impasse is a direct 
result of the roadblocks thrown 
down by the owners representa- 
tives in an attempt to break 
with the past. 


"The most important of these 


roadblocks is the position taken 
thai the funding of the benefit 
plan should be completely di- 
vorced from national radio and 
television revenue even (hough 
the Iwo matters have been di- 
reclly tied for Iho last 22 years.

"We have not bad a single 


proposal from the owners side 
on this. They have had only one

the lights on (he hiird lints glow- 
ing yellow the miners tramped 
down tl'e long steep tunnel to- 
ward black coal and bad odds. 


As 
Ilioy 
walked, 
swinging 


their lunch buckets, they com- 
plained about a television com- 
mentator's observation at the 
time of last November's West 
Virginia 
mine 
disaster 
that 


"coal miners expect to die un- 
derground." 


"Look." said one. "1 been 25 


years in the mines and 1 don't 
expect lo die in one. i sure as 
hull don't."

niK'o," said another. "I was at 
the entrance and it seared the 
back of my neck. Killed two of 
'em. Hut they asked for it. They

A While House expert even 


figures that because of greater

A man who spends his work- 


ing-life in the mines faces one 
chance in 12 of being killed in 
an accident; at least one chance 
in five of suffering lung disease. 
lie also can figure on .suffering 
three or four injuries severe 
enough lo keep him off the job. 


An airline pilot can get life in- 


surance ns Die standard rate; a 
coal miner cannot. 


Now, suddenly, Uncle Sam is 


moving to try lo improve those 
odds. As usual, it look a disas- 
ter, 78 West Virginia miners 
killed in an explosion that en- 
tombed them last Nov. 20. 


The U.S. Huieau of Alines lias 


taken most of the heal. It was 
accused of failing to protect lite 
miners and of being production 
oriented. Now, says a union offi- 
cial, "it is closing mines right 
and left." 


Despite this accelerated fed- 


eral activity, 22 miners have 
been killed since the West Vir- 
ginia explosion.
